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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 6-1 2 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Clayton et al. 3,337,391 . 

3. Applicants' arguments filed 2/28/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The titanium compound is not the mineral filler. The mineral fillers which 
are coated by the titanium compound are the siliceous solids described in column 1 , 
lines 19-22. The reactive groups which can be attached to "R" , which is an alkenyl, 
alkyl, aralkyl or aryl group, replacing one or more hydrogen atoms can be amino or 
hydroxyl and "X" , "Y" and "Z" can be hydroxyl too or they can be the same as "R". 
Applicants' claims do not exclude an amino-alcohol bound to a metal center. The 
reference description of these compounds as bonding agent is immaterial, since "X" is 
described as "capable of reacting with the siliceous surface" in column 1 , lines 37-38. 
Since the coating takes place before bonding it to the organic polymer (column 1, lines 
61-71), the fillers are pre-reacted. The rejection is maintained. 

4. Claims 1-12 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipate by 
Resendes et al. 7,015,265. 

5. Applicants' arguments' filed 2/28/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The reference states in column 6, lines 26-31 the following: "(T)he order of 
addition of the different components o the rubber is not critical, however, it might be 
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advantageous to mix the metal halogen(s), the filler(s) and the organic compound which 
has at least one hydroxyl group and at least one basic nitrogen-containing group 
contains at least one hydroxyl group prior to the addition of the rubber". In spite of the 
typographical error (the extra six words) the meaning of this paragraph is clear; the 
rubber should be added to the pre-reacted filler. The rejection is maintained. 

6. In the previous Office action the examiner inadvertently omitted claim 20 from 
the rejections. The examiner regrets the error.
